Miss Jane Thomson of the Bucking- 
ham, a leading., auff rage worker and 
Woman's Peace Party official, has sent 
Tbe Republic the following article op- 
posing Negro segregation. 

For some time I have been- noticing 
considerable reference to the idea that. 
Negroes should be segregated and I 
have been very much surprised that 
there was so little protest against the 
propagation of sueh an idea. 

world seems to be lull of pco-| 
wever, who instead of working, 
for something which means progress. 
seem to spend all of their minds and 
energies on seeing what they can do 
to hinder those who want to go for- 
ward -and to . cause trouble even for 
those who are content to stand still. 

Some of tbe above-mentioned class 
evidently have forgotten that the Civil 
War it over and sli;>_: we no more have 
the right to tell our Negro citizens 
where they shall live and where they 
shan't live than we have to tell our 
uliite citizens where their homes shall 
be located. 

Of course, with our frightful city 
skims ami awful districts full of 
houses unfit for pigs to live in, we 
make the poor of our big cities live 
in certain districts, which is perhaps 
a form of segregation, but to say that 
a man u.r woman, of whatever color 
their slnss may be, has to live in a 
certain section of the city, no matter 
if he ha* the price to pay for a better 
home, it a piece of class legislation 
against which we cannot protest too: 
strongly. It it thoroughly nndemo- 

atic and borders on the inhuman. 
Tells of Negroes' Progress 

The Negroes of this country have ac- 
cumulated more than a billion dollars' 
orth ofproperty since the end of the 
Civil War. They-have worked against 
almost too greavto understand. 
and evidently nit . at aS^ ■mderftood 
by the people who with to have them 
compelled to choose their dwellings 
the dictation of the law.

Idea Too Ridiculous for Thought 
Hut suppose this law did become el 
feetive, and that gradually all the Ne 
grots who were of a very dark color 
came to live in a certain section of the 
city, then I presume there would still 
arise a bit of difficulty with those 
-.his whose color was too light to allow 
tbe law. to force them to live in the 
black belt and whose antecedents wen 
too dark to permit them to live un- 
molested in the white neighborhoods. 
The whole idea is too ridiculous for a 
jane person even to give it a thought, 
and yet these foolish ideas that people 
possess are sometime; too fruitful of 
harm for us to let them go unhin- 
dered. 

.These people belong in the same class 
with those, who oppose every sort of 
advance that the world tries to make. 
When women ask for political freedom 
tbey place every obstacle In .their way 
and try to keep them In a place to 
which tbey say women belong by birth 
and heredity, just so they use the same 
pleas vf past evidence proving they are 
right to take inch a stand, and they 
prophesy of the woes to come with the 
future if yon allow human beings, male 
or female, black or white, to have just 
the ordinary rights that some few citi- 
zen* seem to believe belong only to cer- 
tain white males, anil that these i 
white males, are somehow ordained by 
the *,lraHtnty to tell the rest of ns whit 
is good for us.

today. They are those whoae under- 
lyl:i« principle ml(ht bo termed Ilr-

for real retLslon. but are occupied en- 
tirely with tbe things ot time and 
sense. What they will sat today or 
whst thay will wear tomorrow Is to 
them vastly more Important than bow 
they will eland before Ood In the 
future. Their effort is concerned with 
thli life alone, and Ihey lire and work 
and play an though there were no such 
thing aa eternity and no such perMQ 
aa God. Ther come to the end Me 
tha man who told himself he could re- 
tire from builneaa becauae he had 
much gooda laid up tor many years 
and he could now afford to enjoy the 
fruit a ot life toll and eat. drink and 
be merry. But he bad laid up all his 
goods oa the earth; they were not 
taken Irons him, but be was taken 
from them, and It la no wonder tbe 
Lord s.iy.a he was a Tool The clana 
under consideration are DOt neces- 
sarily bad people, (or usually User are 
tolerant of religion, aa the people Of 
Sodom did not mind having Lot In 
their nsldat But tha religion that 
Lot had waa not reryHosiitont When 
It would threaten to Interfere with 
bualneaa or with pleasure It muat not 
be beard. It was time then to laugh It 
out of court aa a sort of fable, and 
when It became personal Lot waa to 
Living, for Self and God. 
The uecoiid picture Is that ot Lot. In 
whom the half-and-half Christian la 
easily seen. Thla man LUuatrates 
thoae who seem to hare, aa the under- 
lrlha- principle of life, tbe idea ot llr- 
ln* for self and for Ood too. They at- 
tempt to terra two mastera. ant], tall- 
Ini to eerve either, come to the end 
with nothing to show- for their labor. 
They trust their own ytalon and live 
by aljjht and not fay faith. Lot looked 
on the well-watered plain and. a* far 
as he could see. It waa the very thing 
he ought to have, tha »ery thing thai 
waa boat for htm. But aa Ood saw. 
It waa tha vary thins; he oncht Dot to 
have, tbe thus; that waa worst for 
him. Bo haaarded everything; he had 
or hoped to have — himself, hie family, 
his property— on what be coold aee 
»lth bla own eyea. when he might 
hare chosen what Ood could aee. He 
trusted himself rather than Ood and 
tha results were Inevitable. Be lost 
what Ood would have given him and 
he lost the enjoyment the man of 
Sodom had: for all the time ha was 
there his righteous soul was vexed. 
He waa neither out and out tor aelf 
nor out and out for Ood. He had tried 
to live for Ood and aelf. he had tried 
to serve two masters and to get both 
tbe wealth of Sodom and the wealth 
of Ood. But he ended with awful dis- 
aster, losing his property, his testl- 
mony. his family — all that he had: 
Living fur Ood. 
The last picture la that In which 
the 'out-and-out - Christian is seen hi 
Ahram. The underlying principle of 
his. life seema to be that he had made 
up his mind to serve Ood alone. He 
wsa far from being a perfect man. He 
made many mlatakaa and erea coca- 
mitted some sins. But underneath he 
was living for Ood. He had learned 
"thon ahalt have no other Ood before 
njo-" and h la life waa governed by 
tnia principle. Be recognlaed that be 
could nerve only one master with any 
hope of success- and be choae to hat* 
tbe Lord aa that me Heater. What 
he waa and bad and hoped to be be- 
longed to that Matter to do with ae 
the Matter desired. Where he waa 
to be end go depended on that Hae- 
ter'a direction. He would not leavn to 
his own uuderataadtog nor judge, by 
the sight of hie eyee nor walk fay hie 
own wisdom. He would gladly take 
the seemlnaT second beat from God. be- 
lieving that whatever annearancea 
might say, they could hot tell tha 
whole truth.

hao. Lot lived tor aelf and Ood anal 
loat all be bad Of peace or power of 
property: Abrsm Lived for Ood alone 
aad, while ho waa not a pea fe d tea aj 
there waa gliec tn bins the peace of 
Ood and power for Ood end poaaee> 
alone mat God, "Choose ye this Jay 
whom ye will ayarre,"

LESSON FOR MAY 9 



L.ESBON TKXT-1 Baisntjel M:U-IX 
OOLDEN TEXT— A friend loveth at all 
times.— Pmv. 11:17. 

There 1b perhaps no narrative In nil 
history or literature which eo perfect- 
ly illuatrntca the conditions of friend- 
ship aa this which la before us. Jon- 
athan was every Inch a man; affection- 
ate, tweet and tender, deeply pious 
and withal loyal to both dnty and 
friends His rights, aa the klng'a son, 
he gladly set aside for David, whom he 
"loved aa his own'eoui" (cb. 18:3; 

30:17). Jonathan la a great type of 
the aurrandered life (oh. 18:11). 

I. Oavld-e Dinger, w. 32-38. Three 
liases in the. proTienx, jitajter (vs. S, 
H &) *e rearTtbaf Da?** "behaved 
himself wisely." "Saul eyed David" 
(v. 19) and his Jealous anger grew as 
he gave vent to hla hate. Jonathan's 
desires for David drew tbe anger of 
Saul (20:30). but It only put him more 
upon his guard and made him more de- 
termined. If possible, to save both 
Diiylu" and Saul. 

Following David's escape (18:18) he 
ennRuttod Jonathan regard lug his 
safety (2O.1-10). They renewed their 
covenant and swore fealty to each 
other and to those of, their houae- 
hnlda (it. 11-17). It Is a standing re- 
buke that ChriatlanB treat » lightly 
their covenants with the church and 
with tbe world. David waa aafe at 
Naloth (18:lS-2t). for each company 
cent after him, and Saul himself, were 
hindered by the Spirit ot Jehavsh from 
carrying out Saul's foul designs. Thin 
seemed for the moment to humble 
Saul < 20 : 1 ; Pa 97 : 1 ). Jonathan, 
though great and mighty, was not 
atrong enough to deliver hit friend 
from tbe renewed wrntb of his father. 
"Vain Is the help of man." "Our help 
Is In the Lord." Jonathan Bhowed his 
true friendship In that he told the ex- 
act state ot aJTalrs to David (v. 10). 

When Sanl became convinced that 
Jonathan was taking David's part, be 
tried to kill Jonathan and reviled tbe 
mother who bore him {v. 30). In bit 
lots of self-control Saul allowed David 
to escape. Even so Bin overshoots lis 
mark. The contrast is a dark one to 
contemplatev 

II. David Delivered, w. 35-42. Jon- 
athan did not revile again (v. 31) whan 
Insulted and assailed by hla father, 
and his manifestation of just anger 
(fsr his mother was reviled) waa 
quite different from that of bla father. 
Any attempt to reconcile Sanl to Da- 
vid <r. 341 waa a useless exposure to 
danger and for Jonathan to be seen 
with hla friend would Imperil hla own 
life. Thla explains the expedient of 
shooting arrows la the Held. Jonathan 
shot hla arrows "beyond,'* L e., David 
Boat go "beyond" and out of the reach 
of Saul. David trust sd Jonathan's Odd- 
ity (v. 28) when the test came, though 
Jonathan might have good reason for 
playing him false In order to promote 
Uf own Intereata. 

Dlamlcslng the hoy. Jonathan drew 
near to David's hiding place, to the 
south of the atone Eael (v. 41 R. V.). 
where a most touching parting took 
place between these two Mends. First 
ot ail David bowed cexemcsnioualy 
three times, touching his head to the 
ground, perhaps to show hla unshaken 
loyalty to Jonathan aa the king's eon. 
Thla wat but for a moment: as men of 
the Beat and frlenda, they ruined tc 
each other's arms and wept for a long 
time. - These wore the manly tears of 
two brave men not afraid to show 
their love BAd emotionn. It ban been 
suggested that Jonathan should have 
accompanied David aa Godl elect 
(Be*. 11:11), but we fee) that doty 
bade him to remain bj the aids of bla 
Bln-atrtcken father. , 

The Lessons of the Lesson. True 
friendship coats, God's love gate to 
tha world bis Son. Jonathan's friend- 
ship for David was costly, bat wis 
given gladly, not grudgingly. True 
frlradahlp neither forgets duty nor 
neglects Its desire towards the object 
of Its love, tt la not governed emotion- 
ally, yet It disregards all other ties, if 
thay are wrong. Not even a father or 
mother should lead on to wrong a 
Mend. When David came into power 

ho remembered .the everlasting cove- 
nant made with Jonatbu (II Sam. 
>:S). Our "Son of David" has madea 
similar covenant with ua (Acts lf>:31; 
S:»). True friendship la of alow

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A WOMAN'S VIEWS 

We urtie.every reader nf the Argus to read carefully the arti- 
cle on our first page, reprinted from the Republic, which sets forth 
a while woman's view of segregation. Every Negro should read 
thi- inspiring article and from it gather inspiration. 

VYe inipliasuc the Fact that this prominent woman, a leader 
of her sex and race, docs not stand alone in this position she has 
taken. We have hundreds of intelligent, fair-minded, courageous 
white friends like her, and every now and then their voices, too, 
are lifted like a trumpet calling us to victory. 

We want her. and all our other staunch friends and support- 
ers, to know that we deeply appreciate their attitude toward us. 
We were on the point of suggesting that our citizens flood her 
With letters of commendation, but as so many expressions of praise 
and gratitude have come into the Argus office, we thus voice the 
sentiment of our people as regards our appreciation. ^ 

We are not servile in this. We do not seize andTicvcair these 
.expressions of our white friends as dogs lick tip the 'crumbs that 
fall from the master's table. \\e recognize it as no more than 
what is due. and commend— not ourselves, for we are willing to 
stand or fall .on out merits— but we commend the fairness, the 
spirit, the courage of those who scorn a foolish prejudice and 
champion right for right's sake. 

The article in question needs no lengthy comment, as it speaks 
-for itself; speaks clearly', .intelligently, and to the point. We 
merely call specific attention to one or two interesting thoughts the 
writer brings put. 

When she says, "Nationalities have a way of gathering to- 
gether because they are happier among their Own kind, and I do 
not think we have to pass laws to keep this in effect," .she strikes 
the underlying philosophy of human life. Men are naturally gre- 
garious, even segregarious. Cattle in droves, sheep in herds, fish 
in schools, birds in flocks, and men iii groups, or communities. 
Just as school? of salmon, schools of porpoises, schools of-whales, 
so groups of Italians, groups of Jews, groups of Negroes. All the 
segregation that is really necessary or desirable. 

Again she says: "There would still arise a bit of difficulty with 
those persons whose wlor was too light to allow the law to force 
them to live in the black belt, and whose antecedents were too 
dark to permit them to live in the white neighborhoods." Alas, 
too true, for it wuuld take more than the law to tell where the 
color line really is — just where the black stops and the white be- 
gins! Indeed, segregation might break up some few families, 
house their children on both sides of the line and compel husbands 
to get a license to visit their wives, or wives their husbands. 

But read the article. 



THE CRISIS IN ERROR 

The Crisis. 'in its May issue, is guilty of two unpardonable er- 
rors, both reflecting discredit upon St. Louis. 

First, it states that "-Whjte citizens of St. Louis are trying To 
have the entrance to the colored high school changed to a less con- 
spicuous street." In addition to being a gross error, this state- 
ment is an absurdity on the face of it. Thji.street giving entrance 
to our high school is exclusively a coloredTesidentlal street, while 
the-school itself stands in the heart of our main colored residential 
section. Most likely the statement applies to Louisville. Ky.. but 
whether or not. The Crisis should use more care In printing such 
statements. , ■ .^ 

We note elsewhere in the magazine that Editor Du Bois ^s" 
resting in Jamaica during the month of April." If his periodical 
runs amuck like this during his absence, we would advise Editor 
Du Bois to stay on the .job.
